An East Coast Port. June 23 (AP) 
—Two torpedoes fired in quick suc­ 
cession by an enemy submarine 
sank 
a 
medium-sized 
American 
freighter in three minutes off the 
coast on June 15 with a possible 
loss of 88 lives—the heaviest in 
American coastal waters since the 
United States entered the war —the 
Navy announced today. 
Of the 88. the Navy announced 
that two are known dead and 86 
are missing. 
The ship sank so rapidly—listing 
between 70 and 75 degrees Just be­ 
fore she went under—that none of 
the craft’s IO lifeboats could be 
launched and deck guns could not 
be fired. 
Many of the 88 reported missing 
apparently were trapped in cabins 
below decks as the attack came at 
night, while many of the crew were 
not on deck duty. The rescued, some 
of whom got away on life rafts, were 
picked up by vessels which were 
nearby when the attack occurred

Tribute to Dealers 
Mr. Wood paid high tribute to the 
merchants of Gettysburg and Ad­ 
ams county in his opening remarks, 
pointing out that a survey shows 
about 65 per cent of the county 
merchants already have studied the 
new general maximum price regula­ 
tion and have put the regulations 
into effect in their stores 
The av­ 
erage number 
o * merchants who 
have established their prices under 
the new regulations in other sec­ 
tions of Pennsylvania is about 6 
per cent. Mr. Wood stated. Declar­ 
ing that he "wants to be a help to 
the merchants in setting up their 
maximum prices." Mr. Wood ex­ 
plained price posting regulations and 
informed the merchants present that 
if there are any difficulties in fol­ 
lowing the regulations they should 
seek O. P. A. assistance immediately. 
Two lists must be made by the 
merchants of all items in their 
stores, he pointed out. The one list 
covering all merchandise under the 
“cost of living” regulation printed 
in a booklet. “What Every Retailer 
Should Know About the General 
Maximum Price Regulation,” dis­ 
tributed to the merchants, should be 
sent to the Pennsylvania state office 
of the O.P.A. in Philadelphia by 
July I. The other list, which con­ 
tains every item in the store and the 
price; charged for the items, is to 
be kept in the store by the merchant 
as a base price list. It was pointed 
out that the items need not be listed 
separately but by type, as "buttons, 
five cents" or "paper, IO cents." 
However, if various types of articles, 
all of the same class are sold, the 
various types must be listed, as "cel-

At first her condition was 
not thought serious but complica­ 
tions developed and last Saturday 
her condition took a turn for the 
worse. 
For several days Mrs. Deardorff 
was in an oxygen tent and although 
her condition was critical she re­ 
mained in a conscious state and di­ 
rected her husband to take care of 
personal matters up to this morning. 
Her last request concerned her per­ 
sonal jewelry and items in her safety 
deposit box. 
While her husband was perform­ 
ing the last request Mrs Deardorff 
passed away,

The deceased was bom in Gettys­ 
burg, February 14, 1885. She was a 
daughter of the late Professor M ar­ 
tin and Mary L. Bushman Power. 
Her father was born in Ireland and 
her mother was born in Adams 
county. 
Professor Power was head of the 
local parochial school 
for many 
years and taught Mrs. Deardorff 
when she first entered school.

CROP UNDER ’41 


The 1942 yield of sour cherries in 
the Adams county area will be about 
75 per cent of the 1941 yield, ac­ 
cording to estimates made by indi­ 
vidual 
growers 
who 
attended 
a 
meeting of West Virginia and Penn­ 
sylvania cherry growers on Monday 
evening at the court house here. 
Fifty growers attended with John 
Peters, Gardners R. D,, temporary 
chairman of the cherry growers’ 
organization, presided with George 
L. Baugher serving as secretary. 
Mr. Peters reported that accord­ 
ing to U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture crop estimate figures, the 
1942 cherry crop is 908.000 tons as 
compared to a crop of 824,000 tons 
for 1941. 
Domestic Supply Cut 
An important factor to bear in 
mind is the fact that there will be 
fewer cherries for domestic con­ 
sumption this year because govern­ 
ment requirements will be large, it 
was pointed out. A ceiling price on 
canned products will Include cher­ 
ries, and growers should recognize 
this fact, the group was told.

"If tax rates are adjusted to a 
comparable basis • • •, it becomes 
evident th at certain boroughs, espe 
Gaily’ in the southeastern part of 
the state, operate at low coat to the 
taxpayers • • V declared Henry W 
Van Pelt, director of the depart­ 
ment's statistical bureau 
On 
th at basis, he said 
West 
Chester in Chester county had the 
lowest total rate among the 123 
boroughs 
with 
more 
than 
6,000 
population. The rate was 10.12 mills 
for borough, school, county and In­ 
stitution purposes combined. 
Other "Low" Boroughs 
Norristown had an almost equally 
low adjusted tax rate at 12 83 mills. 
Other boroughs with low figures 
were 
Ambridge 
(Beaver 
county), 
Conshohocken (Montgomery). Lans­ 
dale (Montgomery), Yeadon (Dela­ 
ware), Etna (Allegheny) and Eph­ 
rata (Lancaster). 
"When the combined local tax 
rate is taken Into consideration, 
including taxes levied for borough, 
county, institution and school pur­ 
poses, we find a range from 23 mills 
in the case of West Chester to 85.3 
mills for Clearfield," Van Pelt said. 
“An examination of the tax rates 
throughout the state disclosed that 
Allegheny county is one of the areas 
where 
boroughs 
are 
functioning 
with exceptionally low millage* On 
the other hand, where there is a 
higher proportion of tax delinquen­ 
cy. as in the anthracite counties, 
local tax rates necessarily tend to 
be high 
- Asserting the size of a borough 
had little connection with Its tax 
rate. Van Pelt said, however, that 
among boroughs of substantial size, 
the lowest average tax rate was 
found in the group between 12,000 
and 15.000 populations He added: 
’ This suggests that a community 
of that size is. generally speaking, 
large enough to provide the services 
of government on an economical 
basis." 
Middletown Lowest 
Pointing out that "a limited valu­ 
ation basis often necessitates im­ 
posing a high millage in order to 
raise sufficient tax revenue,” Van 
Pelt named Shenandoah, Shamokin 
and Mount Carmel as Illustrations.
